SENATE SPEEDS

pre-adjournm ent 
pressure, rushed to the senate floor 
today the session’s final appropria­ 
tion bill carrying funds needed to 
m aintain the adm inistration's farm - 
price program . 
The m easure—th e th ird deficiency 
bill—provided 
for 
appropriations 
totaling 
about 
$150,000,000 
more 
th a n th e $54,000,000 provided by the 
house. 
Senator A dam s (D-Colo), acting 
chairm an 
of 
the 
appropriations 
group, hurried the final piece of 
m ajor 
legislation 
to 
the 
senate 
cham ber from th e com m ittee room 
and obtained im m ediate considera­ 
tion even before senators knew just 
how m uch the bill contained 
In it. however, was m ost of the 
$160,000,000 cut out by a%n economy 
bloc in the house. 
S enators were 
hopeful restoration of this would not 
cause a deadlock w hich would delay 
adjournm ent. 
In calling up th e bill in th e sen­ 
ate. A dam s announced th e com m it­ 
tee sought consideration a t once in 
order to expedite plans for ad jo u rn ­ 
ment S aturday night, despite the 
fact th ere were no printed copies of 
the am ended bill.

A contribution of $40 to the $500 
fund for 50,000 special G ettysburg 
folders was announced 
today 
by

Mr Allison raid that the co n tri­ 
bution is being m ade from tile trea s­ 
ury of the guides association and 
not a private collection am ong the 
guides. 
T he total contributions th u s far 
am o u n t to $439 w ith $61 still needed 
to finance the 50.000 folders and 
special plates. 
H ow ever, th e corn­ 
in 'tree in charge of the m ovem ent, 
has placed the order for the folders, 
w hich are now being printed. They 
will be m ailed for distribution w ith­ 
in a few days.

GENERAL MARTIN 
GIVES SOLDIERS 
VIRGINIA ORDERS 


Harrisburg. Aug. 4 <AP).—Citizen 
soldiers of Pennsylvania’s famous 
28th division got marching orders 
today 
for 
maneuvers their com­ 
mander called “the greatest mili­ 
tary mission since the World war.” 
As troops began to move toward 
Manassas. Virginia, for two weeks of 
war games, Major General Edward 
Martin told the 8,500 “spare-time" 
soldiers of the 28th: 


“You will be opposed in maneuvers 
j by 
tanks, 
mechanized units and 
j troops swiftly moved by motor ve­ 
hicles. 
“Mechanized 
troops 
are

j stopped. The American can do it."

The Pennsylvania outfits and regi- 
I ments from neighboring states will 
face a highly-mobile mechanized 
force of regular army troops. 
Major Geenral Martin laid down 
15 “guiding principles,” emphasizing 
“complete co-operation" and safety, 
and told his men: 
“We are going not only on the 
greatest military mission since the 
World war, but we are going on a 
mission of good will," 
His 15 points include: 
Always help the other fellow. 
Watch out for live ammunition. 
Carry a minimum of equipment. 


Act fast, think faster. 
Keep orders terse but clear 
Behave yourself as you would at 
home. 
Never damage property if you can 
avoid it. 
Drivers, don’t speed. 


“Cheerfully comply” with the um­ 
pires’ decisions.
